Night watchmen are alwavs on 
duty, and an Ofllcer sleeps in a lillJc apartment niiachoA lo*^c:icJi 
dormitory. Tho result is that there are praHic'illv no ImnMc^ of 
any lund. Sometimes, however, a poor wandcicr is found dr-ad in 
the morning, in which case the body is qnictly conveyed awav to 
await inquest. 

I asked what happened when men wtio (■cuhl not prodnpi- the 
nfccssary coppers to pay for I heir lodging, applied for admission. 
The answer was that the matter was left to (lie discrt'lion of (lie 
omcer in charge. In fad. in cases of absolute and pileoiis wmil, 
men are ndmitled free, although, natfiniliy rmuigh, (he Arfuv dv l.-, 
not adverti.Sc that this tiappens. If it did, its lic.-pitality wooid hi; 
ioijsiderably ovei'laxwi. 

Le.iving the dormitories. I entered (ha {rrc;tt hall, in which 
%vf>rn /sralhcrcd nearly 000 men seated upon licnclics every oni> nf 
which was filled. The faces and gt'ncral aspect of llio-o iii'pn woa'm 
eloquent of want and sorrow, Honie of (liem .iiipean'd to be intcot 
Upon (lie religious service that was gcing on. uSii-ndaiice at llii:^ 
service bcina the condition on which the free breakfast i> given io 
tttl who nam food and have passed the previous night in the 
street, Olher-s were gazing about them vacantly, and others, suf- 
ferers from the effects of drink, debauchery, or fatigue, .seerucd to 
bo half comatose or asleep,

guage he told his own story. He said thai he was well brought 
up by a good fatlier and mother, and lost everything ihrcugh his 
own Sin, His voice was in a sense his ruin, since he used to sin^ 
in public-houses and .saloons and there learni to drink. At length 
hc^found himself upon the sh-cefs in Lc-ndoD, and ira~.peu thence 
hi Yorkshire to throw himself upon (ha mercy of his pr.reals. 
\Vhcn he was quite cluse to liis home, however, his courage fail- 
ed him, and ho (ramped back to London, wJiere he was picked up 
by The Salvation Army. 

This man, a most rfspcclablc-looking person, is now a clork in 
a wollkiiLwn business house. In his ov.n words, "I knelt down 
and gave my heart to God, and am to-day in a good Llluation." 

Nest a Salvation Army soldier spoke. Four years before he 
had attended Ihe Sunday morning meeiing in this hall and "found 
tlie friendship of Ocd. lie has heiped me to regain the manhood £ 
had lost and to do my duty. For two years now I have helped to 
support an invalid sister instead of hci'ug a burden to every one I 
knew, as once I w.!-^." 

Aftc-c the singing of the hymn, "Beck of Ages," another man 
addressed the meoting. He had been a drunkard, a homeless wan- 
derer, wlni !jiept night after night on the Embankment till fortune 
brought him to this service and to the Pcnitent-Fomi. Since that 
time, two and a half years iisfore, nc drink had passcu his iips, and 
once again, as he declared, be had beeoiue "a, self-respecting, re- 
spectable citizen." 

Then a dwarf whom I bad seen at work in the Spa Road Ele- 
vator, and whc once was taken about the country to be cx- 
liihilcd as a side show at fairs and there fell a vjcliui to drink, 
gave his testimony. 

Another verse. "Could my tears for ever Slow," and after it, in 
rapid succession, spoke a man who had been a schoolmaster and 
fallen through drink and gambling; a man whc. or whose brother, 
I am not sure which, had been a Wesleyan preacher, and who is 
iiuw employed In a Life, Assurance Company; a man who had been 
a prisoner; a man who had been a confirmed drunkard, and others. 

.Always it was the same earnest, simple (ale of drink and de- 
gradation. pa=sed new for ever; of the Penitent-Form; of the 
huilding up of a new self, and of position regained.
